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AT A negro meeting in Washington
night before Jast, one of the speakere,
more than ordioerily intelligent, eaid:
“Ia many districts of the South the
condition of the negroes is no better
than slavery in the ante-bellum dsys.
The negro farmer is unable to break
away from the lien system of crope.
Slavery was good in some thinge,” be
sald, “io that it taught the pegro the
Eoglish langusge, babits of industry
and some religion. Since the civil war
one-third of the negroes have retro-
graded, one-third are where they were
when the war closed, and one-third
have advanced. The negro bas been
taught that his advancement ja to be
achieved throngh politics, instead of
through hard work.” He ls wrong
abont the one-third, whom he says have
advanced, There were as many intel-
ligent, well-bred and well-to-do negroes
before emancipation as there are now,
and hundreds of thousands more con-
tented, bappy and well provided for.

A NORTHERN republican journal that
sees prosperity aod advancement io
every thing as the direct resalt of the
McKinley admioistration, says: “Men
unworthy of high office are rarely elec-
ted to high office. The ballot-box wat
never so sacredly guarded. The pow-
ers of political bossea sre on the wane,
and the powers of the people, 88 ex
pressed ai the polls, were never 8o
strong nor so feared by those who have
abused their trusta.””

Mr. DeArmond sa)s
the government is tending towards deg-
potism, No, it bas already reached
that polnt.

JUDGING from the speech Mr. Hoar
made in the Senate the other day, it is
supposed that a change has come over
the spirit of his dreams in 1espect of the
personnel of the Senate, as he surely
cannot believe there has been no degen-
eracy in tbat body, when a majority
of its members refuse to sustain a re-

THE WAR IN AFRICA.

Dispatches from Sterkstroom re-
ceived last Light indicate that the Boers
heve been trying to draw Gen. Bir Wil-
liam Forbss Gatacre oo into the cous-
try which was vhe ecene of his recent
reverse.

A forea of Boers from Btormberg ad-
vauced oo Molteno, 10 miles toc the

south, and attacked 1he British ontpost
there. They occupied the town and
then procreded five miles farther south
to Cyphergat, where they began shell-
iog an srmored train,

As the Boers had probably expected,
Gen, Gatacre moved ou: from Sterk
stroom, 15 miles south of Cyphergat,
with several thousand troops. Wheo
he reached Cyphergat the Boera retired
without firing a shot. Gatacre cootio-
ued on to Molteno, which he had er-
tered at last advices, The Boers, it is
supposed, seek to lure him into the
mountainous country north of Molteno,
where he was defeated once before,

Gen. French continues to fight pear
Colesburg but is unable to capture that
town. Reiuforcements from De Aar
have been sent to him.

Tne Boers are threatening Gen.
Methuen's rear at Belmont, 33 miles
south of his position at the Modder
river,

Colonel Pilcher, who occupied the
town of Douglas, northwest of B-'-
mont, has been forced to retreat with
his Canadian and Australisn troop:.
A Loodon dispateh states thal General
Cronjesent four bundred Boers toDouy-
las, but Pilcher msnaged to get back
safely to Belmont, where be remalns,

General Buller's paval guns fired
shells at Colevso from loog raoge yes-
terday, but there is no sign of the be-
ginning of the great battle at close
quarters which is daily expected there,
A dispatch from the Boer cemp at Cu-
lenso says the '‘British naval guns at
Chneveley continue their ineffective long
range fire in order to divert Boer a -
tention from the movements of the
troops.” Evidently General Piet J.
Joubert, the Boer commander-in-ehisf,
bas his eye on these movemente,

General Joubert presched io the Boer
camp near Ladysmith on SBunday.

General Lucas Meyer hes resumed
command of a Boer division at Colen-
80, As he commands Free State troop-
his presence in bigh position indicates
co-operation between the Free Staters
and Transvaalers,

It is reported that Dr. Jamegon and
Colonel Frank Rnodes, brother of C--
cil Rhodes, have escaped from Lady-
amith.

THE SENATE.

Dr. George W. LeCato offered a reeo-
lution which seeks lo revive the old
law which made the payment of capit i-
tion tax a prerequisite to voting. Tho
proposed law cooteins one very im-
portant chaoge. It provides that a man
who does not pay his capitation for &
certain yesr shall be disqualifiad for tbe
exercise of the electoral privilego after
the first of July of the following year.
If he paya his taxes after that date it
nas no eflect in removiog the bar, The
object of thia provision i8 to prevent
candidates from payiog the capitation
tax of voters, Ucder the old law this
was & common practice, If Berator
L:Cato’s bill pasaes it cannot be renew-
ed,

A joiot resolution was introduced
which proposrs an amendmsnt to sec-
tioo 5, article 10, of the Btate constitu-
tion, The amendment proposes o
amend the section by empoweriog jthe
General Assembly to levy annually &
tax not exceeding five miils on Lhe dol-
lar’s worth of real and personal prop-
erly to be applied exclusively to the
working and keeping in order the pub-
lic roads of the Commonweaith,

The House bill to legalize primary
elections and conventions in the cou: -
ties of Culpeper, Rockbridge, Augusts,

'and Bedford, was passed,

A bill was iotroduced by Mr, Glass
to prevent tte sale of adulterated and
unbranded food in the State, This bill
provides that the Board of Agriculture
shall from time to \ime procure samples
of such food, beverages and condiments
and cause the eame to be apalyzed
Any one who shall violate any of the
provieiona of this act shall be guilty uf
& misdemesnor and shall be fined not to
exceed §200 for the first offense and for
each eubteequent offense §300 or coo
finement in jail not exceeding one yeal
or both.

When the bill smendioz the charter
of the Old Dominion Building and Loau
Aesociation came up oo its second
reading there was cooeiderable de-
bate. Mr. Eggleston aod M,
James opposed the bil, They arguec
that it gave to the corporation
all the immunitier of a building and
loan association, while conferriog the
powers and privileges of a banking and
trust company. Mr. Muoford, who
was the patron of Lhe bill, disclaimed
any euch intention, but movad that the
bill be recommitted, which was done.

Bills were introduced :

To amend and re-enact gection 613,
of the code, with reference to (he com-
pensation of treasurers,

To amend section 2 465, of the code,
relating to contructs and deeds which
are void as to the purchasers unless
recorded,

To amend section 3,224, of the code,
relating to summons in scire facias,

Mr, Licens introduced a bill provid-
for the creation of the place of steam
boiler inspector, at a salary of §1,000
The exceptions to this bill are boiiers
in private residencss, those uader the
jurisdiction of the United Stales, ani
boilers of less than three horse-power
and those used ezclusively for agricu!-
tural, horticultural and creamery pur

poses.

Mr. Bland presented a bill which
purposes traneferring the appoioting
power of the Goveroor in the matter of
a quaraotine officer for the district of
Elizabeth river and ite branches, and 1
suthorize the Board of Qoarantios
Commissioners to elect the same,

Tae tollowing bills were introduced :

To enlarge the pepsion act 8o as to
extend relief to those ex-Conlederate
soldiers who ure indigent and de-
crepid,

To exempt Confederats soldiers, sail-
ors aud marines from Lbe payment of
the capitatiou tax,

To put the S:ate Library under th
control of s board of trustees, to b:
#.ected by the Siate board of educa-
tion.

Tou authoriz  cities and iocorporated
towns to levy taxea for the support ot
publie libraries,

To incorporate the Christ Church
Loan Association. This bill is intend-
ed to thwart the pawnbrokers and shy
locks, and to make loans to indigent
poor at one-half the present rates
charged,

To amend section 3,192 in reference
to who may practice law in this State.

Mr, Geot offered a bill amending the
election law #0 a8 to require electoral
boards to appoint one judge and one
clerk of each political party in all di:-
puted elections, In all dispured quee-
tioos erising from any act ous of the
clerks shall be eelected by the judges to
act as umpire to decide such disputed
question, and o all disputes where the
judges canuot agree the clerk shall de-
cide them. The bill gives to every
elector the right to call on a jodge of
his owa seleciion to aid him in
prepariog bis ballot, and he may ds-
liver his ballot to & judge of his own
;olacr.ion to be deposited in the ballot

ox,

Dr, Prid iy offered the following reso-
lation : *Resolved, That the auditor of
public accounts be and is hereby r:-
quested toinform theHouse of Dalegates
us Lo the number of Confederate pen-
siooers on the rolls of Virginia, and the
apportionment of the number aceord-
ing to the diflerent rutes of pension.”

The resolution was amended by Mr,
Parks, who added : “Aud be shall state
1o his report the number from each ol
the various counties of the Btate,”

As smended, the resolution was, by
